THE JUDICIARY AND POLITICS. 

Senator Millard Reese, of the’ 
Brunswick district, has introduced 
a bill that if enacted will serve to 
encourage and develop a more in- 
dependent and courageous judiciary. 

It seeks this by placing upon 


of the court of appeal and justices 
of the supreme court certain well 
defined restrictions and limitations 


with respect to their rights to seek | 


or to hold public offices other than 
judicial offices during the terms for 
which elected. ; 

In brief the measure provides | 
simply that no judge shall be eli- | 
gible during the term for which he 
was elected, nor for a period of one 
year thereafter, or after resignation, 
to qualify for or become a candi- 
date for any other public office. 

It provides further that no judge 
shall be qualified during tenure, nor 
for two years thereafter, for any 
other public office to be filled by 
the votes of electors. 

Of course the bill does not pro- 
vide any restriction for a judge or 
justice offering for reelection. 

If there is any branch of the 
government that ought to be en- 
tirely divorced from politics it is | 
the judiciary. t 

Politicians per se should nof| 
serve in judicial capacities. 

The measure seeks to bring about 
this divorcement as far-as humanly 
possible, and is, therefore, one of 
genuine merit.

MUSCLES PLAIN PEOPLE 
SHOULD KNOW. 

Of course, a large number of mus- 
cles contribute more or iess to the 
support of the body in the erect pos- 
ture, muscles fa the feet as well as 
muscles in the neck, but one muscle, 
I think, may be fairly designated the 
paramount muscle of posture. the key 
muscle, and that is the sfraight mus- 
cle of the belly. known to physicians 
as rectus abdominis. This muscle, or 
rather pair of muscle, for there is one 
on either side of the midline, is at- 
tached to the ribs and tip of the 
breastbone above and to the freat of 
the pelvie bone pelow. 

Contraction of the rectus tends to 
elevate the front of the pelvis and to 
depress or draw down the tip of the 
breastbone, and this indirectly tends 
to straighten the lower wnart of the 
spine. ‘Lhere is much more of the 
mechanics of rectus muscleaction, but 
these essential facts are aufficient to 
indicate how the action of the straight 
belly muscle determines posture.
